INTERESTING INCIDENT 


A little before 10 o’clock last night 
a telephone call which was answered 
by Officer S. R. Rodgers was turned 
in to the police station stating that a 
young negro woman, 
Ruth 
Smith, 
about twenty-five years old, was dead 
with her throat cut, at the Corner of 
Twenty-Fifth and Booth streets, and 
requesting 
that 
the officers 
come 
down and make 
an 
investigation. 
Officer Rodgers and 
City 
Marshal 
Howerton repaired to the place and 
found the dead body of a woman with 
her throat cut as had been stated. 
She was very bloody from the head 
down below the waist and was lying 
on her back with a small open pocket- 
knife in her hand. 
Both hands were 
bloody and the knife 
was 
covered 
with blood. 
It was suggested that 
the bloodstains on the knife were her 
own blood. 
The woman lived next door to her 
brother, Berry Smith, and the killing 
occurred in the edge of 
his 
yard. 
There was no division 
fence. 
Her 
brother was gone to preaching when 
the killing occurred, leaving his wife, 
Mollie Smith, at home. 
The latter 
stated that there were no eye-wit- 
nesses to the killing, but that she was 
killed by Will Arthur, a young negro 
who had been boarding 
with 
her. 
She said that they first began quar­ 
reling in the house and he went out 
in the yard. 
Ruth followed him out 
in the yard, she stated, and after get­ 
ting outside they began 
quarreling 
again. 
Mollie Smith said that 
she 
heard them scuffling and she went 
out to see about it. 
Just as she stepped in the yard she 
saw' Will Arthur run away, going in 
a northwest direction. 
She went up 
and caught Ruth while she was still 
standing and laid her down. 
She ex­ 
pired shortly after being placed on 
the ground. 
It 
was 
not 
learned 
whether she made a dying statement. 
Her brother, Berry Smith, said that 
Will Arthur came here about three 
weeks ago from Fort Smith and that 
he was working on the High school 
building and boarding with his sis­ 
ter. 
He said that Arthur quarreled 
with her last Monday and tried to 
kill her. 
Shortly after 
Marshal 
Howerton 
and Officer Rodgers reached the dead 
woman Constable Ed Bell and Deputy 
Parks came up and assisted in the in­ 
vestigation. 
Sheriff Clarkson return­ 
ed from Abilene a few minutes after 
the killing and heard of it on the way 
up from the depot. 
Without a mo­ 
ment's rest he notified officers 
at 
different points by telephone to be on 
the 
lookout 
for 
the 
negro, 
Will 
Arthur, and he got in an automobile 
and left for the river in anticipation 
of the negro trying to 
cross 
into 
Oklahoma.
